Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

□ Board decision from the board of appeal and interference dated 5/1/2008. 

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 4 and 8 that specifically 
comprises the following: 

-- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. US 5,999,131 and US 5,937,333. 

The improvement comprises: 

With regard Claims 4 and 8, "forming a first matrix of coveriances of 
multipath inputs over a first range and a second matrix of covariances of 
multipath inputs over a second range; forming an estimation matrix from 
said first and second matrices; finding an eigenvector of said estimation 
matrix;" as recited in combination with other limitation in claims 4 and 8, 
respectively.
